New York, Oct. 7.—Relief from the 
milk famine due to a dispute between 
fanners and distributors .seemed in sight

when twelve companies signed 
agreements to jiay the prices demanded 
by the producers for the next six months. 
These companies 
control 
about one- 
third of the city s supply. 


Agents of the dairymen'.^» league, the 
farmers' organization, asserted that the 
four large distributors who supply more 
than half the milk consiuned here, would 
be compelled to adopt the agreement t<i 
prevent their twelve rivals from taking: 
away their customers. 


The effect of the agreement was not 
felt in today's deliveries, but the agent i 
of the farmers promised that those tirm:i 
that signed the compact would have all 
the milk they wanted tomorrow morn- 
ing. They have promised to pay an ad- 
vance of about one cent a quart to the 
producers with the provision that a com- 
mittee of three shall be appointed to 
determine whether these prices shall be 
maintained through January, February 
and March.

farmer of producing the milk. The com- 
mittee is to consist of one representative 
of the dairymen's league, one chosen by 
the distributors and one neutral.

bank department, in speaking- of

case, said: 
"Since I have gone furthej- 
into the books I am inclined to think 
that most of it went into o-\-erdraft.s.

Shookman wa.s an expert with his ac- 
counts and 
it appears

the overdrafts carefully concealed imtil 
as he says,

A pathetic meeting it was 
in the dark cell and both men broke 
down and cried.

was unstrung completely by his son's 
trouble and remained in the turnkey's 
office until time for his train. 


"I always told my boy to be careful 
about handling other people's money," 
the father said. 
"I always said to bo 
careful about lending it to men 
who 
would talk nice to his face but would

able to 
pay 
when

Then his voice choked and it 
was some moments before he was able 
to continue.

S KILLED IN BATHE 


Chief of Famous German 
Sea Raider Dies in Land 
Fighting. 


London, Oct. T.-^Count von Dohan- 
Schlodien, commander 
of the 
German 
cruiser Moewe, has been killed in France, 
according to a Milan dispatch. 
Count 
Dohna-Schlodien was in command of a 
battalion of the Thirty-fifth infantry 
regiment. 


A dispatch from the British front in 
France on October 2 stated that among 
prisoners taken by the British were sail- 
ors from the second German naval divi- 
sion. 
These sailors were said to have 
been rushed to the Somine front from 
Belgium where for two years they had 
been guarding the coast with big naval 
guns. 
The German cruiser Moewe es- 
caped from the' British blockade some 
time toward the end of 1915 and for sev- 
eral 
months 
successfully raided 
allied 
commerce capturing or sinking 
fifteen 
steamers. 
On 
February 
1, 1916, 
th« 
British 
steamer 
Appam 
arrived 
in 
Hampton 
Roads with a German prize 
crew from the iloewe on board. 
Her 
arrival caused a profound sensation since 
it was the first intimation the German 
commerce raider was «gain on the high 
seas. 


On March 6 the Moewe coneludcd her 
exi)loits by running the British blockade 
for a second time and safely reaching a 
(rerman port. An official statement from 
Berlin stated that she had on board 190 
prisoners and 1,000,1)00 marks in gold 
bars. 
It was announced that one of her 
achievements wius the laying of a mine 
which caused the de.struction of the Brit- 
ish battleship King Edward M I . in Jan- 
uarv.

twelve hundred accredited delegates, together with the very consider- 
able portion of the general public which would be interested iu at least 
% portion of the program and would desire to hear it. The result was 
that another Indiana city was chosen—a .smaller cit}^ tliau Fort 
(Wayne, but one with infinitely superior convention hall facilities. 


This is by no means the first desirable gathering of size Fort 
,Wayne has lost for the same reason. Nor will it probably be the last. 
[We will continue to be denied the advantage of many large conveu- 
tif)aS; entertainments and expositions until we remedy an age-old con- 
ation and provide proper facilities for the accominodation of big 
gatherings. The incident merely adds emphasis to the importance of^ 
\he convention hall proposal -vAhich is to 
placed before the voters 
>f Fort AVayne for approval in connection with the general election 
)ess than a month hence. 


Two years ago some 8,000 Fort AVayne voters'signed a petition 
to tire city council giving endorsement to the proposal for a mimici- 
pally-constructed and municipally-owned convention hall, and initial 
steps liave been taken that, with approval at the polls, will provide a 
fund of $225,000 for this purpose. At the coming election this pro- 
ject is either to be carried through to success, or killed for the time 
being.

"There is no longer any question."' he 
said, "of commercial success iu the man- 
ufacture of alcohol for automobiles. Ex- 
periments have shown that alcohol can 
be made for as low as 2o cents a gallon, 
and at that price it will undoubtedly be 
preferable to gasoline. 
Alcohol Avill not 
develop quite so much horsepower, but 
it is cleaner; and it is safer, because it 
will not so readily catch 
fire." 


The production of alcohol from saw- 
dust, hitherto a waste product, has be- 
come a profitable industry. 
I t is being 
applied 
especially 
in the 
yellow 
pine 
district of the south. 
A. H. Comey, a 
Wilmington chemist, says that there 
still enough material going to waste in 
that district to make 600,000 gallons of 
alcohol a day. 


With this new industry once iu full 
swing, its operations will not be con- 
fined to forest waste. 
It is recognized 
that there are vast quantities of waste 
everywhere that 
might bo utilized 
to 
make alcohol. 
Cornstalks arc said to be 
excellent 
for this 
purpose, and 
mos+ 
farmers have a wealth of other availa- 
ble material. 
We may yet see the time 
when every farmer operates his own still 
—legally, of course—making the alcohol 
to run his own automobile, tractor and 
other farm machinerr.

For quite a good while it has 
been 
fairly clear to most of us that Roose- 
velt, Perkins and the Steel 
Tru.st 
old 
guard group around them have not been 
interested in the things which the pro- 
gressive party, stood for.

Men like Mr. Wilson on the one hand, 
and Hughes, Roosevelt and Perkins on 
the other, embody in their attitiide to- 
ward socicty the larger conflict between 
democracy and absolutism that is going 
on ih this country. 
The republicans, as 
a whole, stand for the 
idea 
that 
the 
country should be governed by a small 
group of efficient, powerful personages 
who will tell the people what to thiuk 
and what to do, and make them do it. 
Men like President Wilson seem to me to 
stand for the opposite 
idea—that 
de- 
mocracy after all, with all its mistakes 
and inefficiency, is the wiser plan, be- 
cause it allows people to think for them- 
selves, and teaches them to govern them- 
selves by governing themselves. 


The republicans denounce Mr. Wilson 
for his attitude in regard to Germany 
and the European war.

public opinion" into a more 
aggressive 
attitude 
irrespective 
of 
consequences; 
that we have been careless of our honor, 
and many of them go so far as to say 
that we should actually be in the war. 


This ashamed-of-my-country 
attitude 
is wearing to the patience of thoughtful 
Americans. In the lirst place,it is utterly 
astonishing that, with the whole world 
involved iu a death struggle, the United 
States 
(trying to steer 
an 
impartial 
course, which is naturally objectionable 
to every belligerent) 
should 
not 
have 
been far more seriously affronted by the 
Avar-maddened nations than she actually 
has been. 
Nothing but a very skillful 
and patriotic handling of the situation by 
Mr. Wilson could have kept us out of 
most serious complications. 


As a matter of fact, the United States, 
cxcept in the eyes of a few rather ag- 
gressive Americans 
and a 
good 
many 
foreigners who liave been blinded by the 
fear and suffering of the war, is looked 
upon throughout 
the world as 
having 
played a very sane and honorjible part. 


The war party in the United States is 
also essentially a moneyed or leisure- 
class party.

I do 
believe in you; I knew you Avould come 
home; but I have listened for you so 
many years that I seem to be just one 
great ear when you are away beyond 
your time; I seem to have lost all sense 
but that of hearing, when you are absent 
unexplained, and every sou7id on 
tht 
street startles me, and every step on 
the stairs is a threat and a pain, and 
the stillness chokes me, and the dark- 
ness smothers me. And all the old, un- 
happy home-comings troop through my 
mind, without omitting one detail, and 
tonight I heard the children sighing in 
their sleep, and J thought of you havin;? 
to walk in your weariness and in this 
midnight through Kneeland street alone.' 


"She tliinks that T Avill never fail, and 
would deny tcdav tiiat she knows any 
fear; hut yet luitil her sweet face passes 
out of my sight forever that ghastly, 
unformed, nameless thing will walk the 
chambers of her heart whenever I am 
unaccounted for."—Herald of Holiness.

Since'the discovery of the 
typhoid

value in controlling the spread of the 
disease. 


At this tiiue of the year cases of ty- 
phoid fever increase in number and Avith 
it the possibility of spreading the in- 
fection. The following facts Avill, there- 
fore be of value to those in attendance 
upon or associated Avith persons suffer- 
ing from the disease: 


1. There is liberated from every ty- 
phoid patient through bodily discharges, 
millions of the germs every day. 


2. The elimination of typhoid germs 
does not cease upon the disappearance 
of the symptoms of typhoid fever, but 
persists usually for Aveeks, sometimes 
months and even years. 


3. Precautions adopted to prevent the 
spread of infection from a typhoid pa- 
tient should not cease until, by exami- , 
nation, it is shown that they are no 
longer liable to distribute the germs. 


4. The germs may be conveyed by 
unAvashed hands to milk bottles and 
food and thence to other peopl^ 


5. Soiled clothing and bedding not 
boiled or disinfected 
Avill 
retain the 
germs for three months, even 
when 
dry. 


6. Typhoid germs have been knoAvn to 
live in water or ice for moi^ <han three 
months. 
The germs will It^B In dark 
Avells, sink drains and in stale bread for 
six monthp to one year. 


7. Freezing of milk or cream con- 
taining typhoid germs in making ic« 
cream does not destroy the germs. 


S. Flies can carry germg from the pa- 
tient or patient's clothing to milk or 
food intended for well i^rsoni. 


f>. Pogs and eats alloAv-pd In the room 
of a typhoid patient may carry the dia« 
ease to well persons. 


10. Typhoid fever may be j^cquited by * 
eating raw vegetables and tr«»ns groiré 
in oil eoniaminated with; 
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Farmstead Improvement 


The Farmer and His Bfethods Connt— 


¡fvt the Size ot the 
Dum. 


The slie of a farm business Is not 
necessarily measured 
or limited 
by 
the number of acres in a farm. One of 
the field men of the Dept. of Agricul- 
ture engraged In farm-survey work, re- 
ports the case of a Wisconsin farmer, 
CO situated as to make it impossible for 
him to buy or rent more land, who 
solved the problem of small acreage 
by "speeding up" the 80 acres that ho 
had. 


This fatmer's first move was to dis- 
pose of his scrub cows and to re-rtlace 
them 
with 
grades 
and 
purebreds; 
next, without great expense, he Im- 
proved the sanitary condition of his 
bams. 
He 
established 
a 
cropping 
system based on 
corn 
and 
alfalfa, 
choosing the latter rather than clover 
because on his farm It produces at 
least 50 per cent more feed per acre 
than does clover, and is much mors 
dependable. 


Pasture« have now entirely disap- 
peared from 
this 
farm, because Its 
owner has demonstrated that 1 acre 
of corn and 1 of alfalfa together fur- 
nish him with more feed than do 5 
acres of pasture. 
His improved, well- 
fed herd, housed In a 
clean.' well- 
lighted, 
and 
thoroughly 
ventilated 
barn, is yielding him more than dou- 
ble the milk he formerly got from his 
scrub herd. 
Furthermore, the qual- 
ity of the milk has Improved, and he 
I demands and gets the price of a flrst- 
^ ^ 
class article. 
[ 
The largely Increased 
net 
income 
which this farmer now receives from 
the sale of milk and of purebred cat- 
tle Is based 
on 
the 
comparatively 
small changes In his type of farming, 
which have augment« 
his business 
without entailing any Increase In the 
•Ize of his farm. 


A comparison of 
this farm 
with 
other dairy , farms recently studied by 
the department Indicates that the ex- 
ample of this Wisconsin man might 
well b® followed. In general, by any 
dalry farmer who lives where dairy 
products are high priced and who has 
a 
low-grade herd, provided he 
has 
sufficient knowledge of cattle to give 
high-class dairy cows the care that 
they demand. 


KILL THE HESSIAN FLY AND GROW MORE WHEAT TOO 


It is Not Necessary to Quit Growing Wheat on Account of the Hessian Fly—This Insect May Be Killed, Starved, and Prevented By Practicing the Best 
Farming Methods to Secure An Increased Yield of Wheat—A United Fight Against the Fly Cannot Be Emphasized Too Strongly, Because One 
Farmer That Fails to Destroy Volunteer Wheat or That Sows His Wheat Too Early May Breed Enough Flies to Damage His Neighbors' Wheat 
Crops Badly the Following Spring. 


Early plowing buries the Hessian 
fly and makes from Ave to 
fifteen 
bushels more wheat per acre than late 
plowing. 


It is often advisable to disk 
the 
wheat stubble ground and then plow 
three or four weeks later. 
The disk- 
ing will mash, destroy, and 
expose 
many of the files In the flaxseed stage. 
It will also conserve" moisture 


Cultivating 
the 
plowed 
ground 
through the summer, especially after 
rains, keeps down volunteer wheat and 
kills and starves the fly. It also con- 
serves moisture and makes a better 
seed bed for wheat. 
The fly feedi al- 
most entirely up«n wheat, but It may 
be found upon rye and barley. 


Wheat sown on or soon after the 
fly-free 
date Is practically free from

Hessian fly injurj' during the fall and 
winter. 
Careful observations and ex- 
periments have shown that the fly- 
free dates are generally as early as 
the wheat should be sown to secure a 
maximum yield regardless cf the fly.

be found very effective In preventing 
damage from the flyi 


Plow early. 
Bury the fly. 
Destroy all volunteer wheat. 
Sow on or soon after fly-free date. 
Use oats or rye as fall pasture. The 
fly can't eat oats and It cares ^little 
for rj-c. 


beep 
plowing 
of 
wheat 
stubble 
buries the fly and a good harrowing 
makes it harder for him to escape. 


Starve the fly till about the middle 
of October, then sow and you'll have 
no Hesisan fly next year if all your 
nelghDors do the same. 
If 
one 
of 
them sows early 
or 
lets 
volunteer 
wheat stand, his fly crop will prob- 
ably get your wheat next year. 


BURN or Disk All Stubble or Ruined Wheat. 
DESTROY All Volunteer Wheat by Plowing; Disk and Harrow Immediately. 


PLOW Deeply All Stubble and Ruined Wheat. 


TALUE OF HEX MANURE. 


A ton of fre.sh hen manure should 
contain about 22 pounds of nitrojen, 
20 pounds of phosphoric acid andf 10 
pounds of potash as a general aver- 
age.

Bankers Famish Money to Memhera 
and Take Their Personal Notes. 
The bankers in many 
States 
ar« 
realizing the value of pig-club work 
as a means of materially improving 
rural conditions, 
according 
to 
club 
agents of the department. 
Not a few 
of the bankers have made It possible 
for worthy club members to secure 
pigs on their personal notes. 
In this 
way a well-bred pig is secured and 
tho member can pay for it from the 
proceeds of the pig as a meat animal 
or from the sale of offspring in the 
case of a breding animal. 
The mem- 
ber enters into a business agreement 
(with tfie parents' consent) with ih« 
banker and is in this way relieved of 
the stigrnia of charity, which is the re- 
sult when a pig is given 
outright. 
This arrangment is a practical means 
of teaching business methods to ths 
rural young people. 
It is also a car- 
acter-bullding process, for it is but 
natural for a boy when treated as a 
man to act in a manly manner. 


This apparent 
generosity 
on 
th« 
part of the bankers is in many cases 
business acumen. 
A case In point la 
that of a Texas bank. 
The president 
of the bank placed 326 pigs among 
the pig-club members of his county. 
As a result of the acquaintance made 
in securing and placing these pigs, 
many 
new 
patrons 
were 
secured. 
These patrons brought In over $75,000 
In Individual 
deposits. 
Needless 
to 
say this was a profitable business for 
the bank, but it is also a means that 
will increase with time In its bene- 
ficial influence. 
One of the Tejcas pa- 
pers states that the banker "has laid • 
the foundation for a prosperity which 
will be lasting. 
The boys that he has 
helped to get started In the hog busi- 
ness are nov/ on their feet 
financlaJly 
and before many years they will be 
making big shipments of hogs to mar- 
ket each year.

Keeping Crows 


Out of the Corn 


Scarecrows, 
poisoned 
corn 
and 
crows hung from poles in the field are 
common methods of protecting seed 
corn from 
crows. 


The old scarecrow Is stlil In com- 
mon use about the corn lields and 
some farmers string white cord about 
the field from which they hang bright 
pieces of tin which flutter In the wind. 


Scarecrows, 
it 
used, 
should 
be 
changed 
occasionally. 
The 
crows 
soon 
become 
accustomed 
to 
any 
scarecrow, however. 


A very effective way 
of 
keeping 
crows from the corn is to shoot two 
or three and hang them by a string 
from poles in the field. Some farmers 
resort to trapping and, having caught 
a few crows in steel traps, hanging 
them alive from poles. 
This is not a 
humane 
practice, 
and 
we 
cannot, 
therefore, recommend it. 


If one uses poisoning, corn may be 
soaked in a solution 
of 
strychnine. 
Ten cents Avorth of sulphate of strych- 
nine dissolved in enough hot water to 
soak two quarts of

PliANT EARLT AND liATE CROP. 


Spinach is an admirable crop with 
which to open and close the season 
because it can be gotten out of the

put the rings Into their nose,

for another rope. 
I made a slip loop 
in it, and slipped the loop over the 
hog's no.<;e back of the large teeth, 
and tightened the slip loop down on 
the nose. 


When put on the hog will pull back 
with all its might, and when you go 
to put In the ring he will pull the 
harder, which makes It an easy mat- 
ter to p-it the ring in.

the hogs healthy and vigorous, It but 
them In the best condition to nikke 
good gains from their grain feed. 


It pays to feed grain on pasture, for 
pasture alone will do little more than 
keep up a pig's weight. 
A light to 
medium grain ration Is usually most 
profitable. About two or three pounds 
of grain a day is a good ration for 
shoats weighing eighty to one hun- 
dred pounds. 
If you 
have 
scales, 
weigh your pigs occasionally a n d feed 
about three pounds of grain dally for 
each one hundred pounds live weight 
of hogs. 


Good rations for summer 
feeding 
are easily obtained. 
On clover, al- 
falfa or rape pasture, feed corn ahd a 
little skim milk. 
On blue grass or 
timothy pasture feed three pounds of 
skim milk to each two pounds of corn.

closely resembles the cabbage aphis. 
Is to be found In injurious numbers 
more often in the fall of the year and 
in large colonies on the 
undersides 
of the leaves of such crops as turnips 
and radishes. 
In addition, it occurs 
in greater or less abundance on cab- 
bage, kale, mustard and rape, as well 
as on such wild plants as black mus- 
tard and shepherd's purse. 
While it 
seems to be primarily a pest of gar- 
den and field crops, the fact that It 
occurs on ten-weeks stock and rad- 
ishes In greenhouses makes the pos- 
sibility of its importance as a green- 
house pest sooner or later evident. 


This insect Injures by sucking the 
plant Juices, usually weakening 
the 
plant and causing the leaves to be 
dwarfed or deformed. It Is more pro- 
lific than any other species of plant 
louse that has been sufficiently studied 
for comparison, giving rise to an av- 
erage of seventeen or eighteen genera- 
tions annually, 
each 
mature 
aphid 
giving birth to an average of ninety 
young. 


The natural enemies of this aphid 
Include 
the 
well-known 
lady-bird 
beetles, the larvae of certain ayrphid 
flies, and various Internal 
parasites. 
Climatic conditions have little effect 
upon 
the 
aphids. 
The 
usual 
In- 
secticides applicable to plant lice may 


be used against this species. 
Any ai>- 
plication to be efficient, however, must 
come in contact with the aphids, and 
since the false cabbage aphis ordi- 
narily feeds on the under surface of 


the leaves, It Is necessary to bpray 
from beneath. 
When practicable, a 
rotation of crops Is desirable, and caro 
should be taken to keep down tho 
weeds. Fall plowing of the old turnip 
field should be adopted.

"There v/as lots of youngsters amongst them, 
and pretty soon some of the towerists had a 
gang on 'em divin' after coins, which it is easy 
to get a native of any on 'em islands to divo 
for as small a coin as ye happen to have in yer 
pocket. 
The waters tliere is shallow, as I have 
said, an' they're very clear, too, so ye can seo 
the bottom an' the flsh lyin' there on the sand. 
This divin' Is all right for the natives, but it 
would be a dangerous game for a white man 
to try, 'cause they always is sharks in them 
waters an' they often get into the harbor. I'd 
seen some the afternoon before, pokin' their fins 
out of the water an' waiting for Ching L.ee to 
heave overboard the eats. 


"But, as I was a-tellln' ye, the natives make 
charms against the sharks an' there ain't a one 
on 'em as is afraid to go Into the watpr right 
alongside a shark, if he has his charm about 


Ills neck. 
It's about the only universal, article 
of clothing in them islands, is the charm. What- 
ever else a native may wear Is only Incidental 
ana, as we might say, oecauso the 'beneficent 
and instructive' United States Government has 
been tryin' to civilize 'em and compels 'em to 
wear clothes, whereas they uster be perfectly 
satisfied without any excess baggage at all. 


"Do I believe in them charms? "Well, 1 sure 
did before this cruise, but I got to admit now 
that my belief has been some little shaken by 
what I saw there at Pago. 
But I have been 
through them seas before, on tramps and tow- 
erist boats, and even run a cargo of copra and 
shell from some of the little atolls on an ole 
wind-jammer. 


"Well, the dlvin' after coins hadn't been goln' 
on very long when two of the brown sharks 
was seen headln' for the ship with full steam 
ahead, as ye might eay. 
It didn't bother the 
niggers much, though I could see that some on

her on the rail, so as she couicl throw over an- 
otner coin for him to get. 
Purty soon shb _iad 
him nicknamed 'Pago,' after the port, an' It 
didn't taKe 'im long to learn that she meant 


im when she called 'Dive, I'ago.' 
An' when- 
ever she'd call he'd make the best dive he knew 
how, which would be some divo, ye can take 
hat from me. 


"Well, when these sharks comes along I goes 
over to where she and some other towerists were 
•«tandin' an' told 'em all about the shark charms 
.tiese niggers was wearin', an' ahe had to have 
a look at Pago's right away. An' when I told 
her that they'd dive for coins just the same, 
oven though the sharks was in the bay, she 
fished another one out of her purse and stood out 
where all the boys could see her. Pago, he was 
right there on tho job, poised on the rail, ready 
for 
another of 
them 
purty dives. 
Well, she 
makes a motion with her hand like as if she's 
goin' to throw the coin, an' ye could see his 
body sway right with her arm; but when she 
didn't turn loose he wasn't caught nappin'. an' 
straightened up again, ^vith his bright 
eyes 
watchin' her hand. So when she sees this an' 
all on us old sailors tells her that 
sharks 
wouldn't bother a native Polynesian anyhow, 
she finally throws it. 


"Just as tho coin Hashed through the sunlight 
Pago rose in a clean, cleavin" dive, that cut 
right into the water almost where the coin fell, 
an" we could watch him followin' It to the bot- 
tom. 
But just as ho grabs It and puts it be- 
tween his teeth there was one of them sharks 
makin' for 'im, to'head 'Im off as he rose to tho 
surface again. I could see that there was a-go- 
In' to be trouble, an' tho rest of the natives, 
what hadn't gone overboard after this coin, got 
excited and started shoutin" and throwin' loose 
things in the water to make a splash and scare 
the shark away. 


"But that shark wouldn't scare. I guess he 
must of been mighty hungry. 
Ho kept on to 
head off Pago, an' I could see the kid look up

"As for me, I believe that them natives wax 
right when they said the flsh was extra hungry, 
or else ho wouldn't have gone after a native 
that-a-way.

attackin' 
men 
they've been afraid of ever since history waa 
known in tho South Seas, It don't seem muclft 
wonder to mo that some of these bathers on -th* 
coast Is being made to furnish a meal oncet la 
a while, if they get out too far Into deep water« 
What they ought 
to 
do 
la to stay In wgter 
where a sharii can't maneuver himself, an' thOB 
they won't be bothered."

directly to the Ingenuity of man; all have a 
perfectly natural explanation. 


Just as conserving science is reaching out Its 
iong arm into the other world and drawing back 
apparently mortally wounded men from death, 
eo destructive science is bending its hidéous 
talents to plunge men into that hereafter. 


Some time agfo, when the entente allies pro- 
jected their great offensive against the central 
powers, an instance of the mystifying work of 
destructive science occurred.

All the way to the Co. seat we 
i was obliged to hold on with our

The result was 
that another Indiana city was chosen—a smaller city than Fort 
JrVayne, but one with infinitely superior convention hall facilities. 


This is by no means the first desirable gathering of size Fort 


IWayne has lost for the same reason. Nor will it probably bo the last, 
jtye will continue to be denied the advantage of many large conven- 
tions, entertainments and expositions until we remedy aii age-old con- 
dition and provide proper facilities' for the accommodation of big 
.jatherings. The incident merely adds emphasis to the importance of 
itye convention hall proposal which is to be placed before the voters 
:jf Fort Wayne for approval in connection with the general election 
Jess than a month hence. 


Two years ago some 8,000 Fort Wayne voters signed a petition 


to the city council giving endorsement to the proposal for a munici- 
pally-constructed and municipally-owned convention hall, and initial 
steps have been taken that, with approval at the polls, will provide a 
fund of $225,000 for this purpose. At the coming election this pro- 
ject is either to be carried through to success, or killed for the time 
being. The Sentinel trusts.that no Fort Wayne voter will overlook 
the importance of the proposition, and that it may find favor with a 
yery substantial majority when the ballots are cast.

We need not worry over the growing 


scarcity of gasoline, says Dr. A. D. Lit- 
tle, a chemical engineer of Baltimore. 
He assured the convention of the Amer- 
ican Chemical society that alcohol would 
soon become a practicable substitute. 


"There is no longer any question," he 


said, "of commercial success in the man- 
ufacture of alcohol for automobiles. Ex- 
periments have shown that alcohol can 
be made for as low as 25 cents a gallon, 
ami at that price it will undoubtedly " 
preferable to gasoline. Alcohol will jint 
develop quite so much horsepower, but 
it is cleaner; and it is safer, because it 
will not so readily catch fire." 


The production of alcohol from saw- 
nst, hitherto a waste product, has be- 
omo a profitable industry. It is being 
pplied especially in the yellow pine 
istrict of the south. A. H. Comey, a 
Vilmington chemist, says that there i.s 
till enough material going to waste in 
hat district to make 600,000 gallons of 
.Icohol a day. 


With this new industry once in full 


.wing, its operations will not be con- 
ined to forest waste. It is recognized 
hat there are vast quantities of waste 
everywhere that might be utilized to 
nake alcohol. Cornstalks are said to bo 
excellent for this purpose, and mos* 
iarmers have a wealth of oilier availa- 
ble material. We may yet see the time 
when every farmer operates his own still 
—legally, of course—making the alcohul 
to run his own automobile, tractor and 
other farm machinorv.

germ in 1880, the study of the germ has 
revealed considerable information of 
value in controlling the spread of the 
disease. 


At this time of tlie year cases of ty- 


phoid fever increase in number and with 
it the possibility of spreading the in- 
fection. The following facts will, there- 
fore be of value to those in attendance 
upon or associated with persons suffer- 
ing froiii the disease: 


1. There is liberated from every ty- 


phoid patient through bodily discharges, 
millions of the germs every da.y. 


2. The elimination of typhoid germs 


does not cease upon the disappearance 
of the symptoms of typhoid fever, but 
persists usually for weeks, sometimes 
months and even years. 


3. Precautions adopted to prevent the 


spread of infection from a typhoid pa- 
tienf should not cease until. 'by exami- 
nation; it is shown that they are no 
longer liable to distribute the germs. 


4. The germs may be conveyed bv 


unwashed hands to milk butties an'd 
food and tlicncc to other neoplo.

Farming Methods to Secure An Increased Yield of Wheat—A United Fight Against the Fly Cannot Be Emphasized Too Strongly, Because One 
Fanner That Fails to Destroy Volunteer Wheat or That Sows His Wheat Too Early May Breed Enough Flies to Damage His Neighbors' Wheat 


Crops Badly the Following Spring. 


Early plowing buries the Hessian] 


fly and makes from five to fifteen 
bushels more wheat per acre than late 
plowing.
